Columbus, January 
7.—Representa­ 
tive J. A Welker, of Stark county, is 
of the opinion that the most important 
work of the seventy-sixth general as­ 
sembly will be the enactment of 
a 
school code. 
He has given this sub­ 
ject careful and thorough consideration 
and lias decided views as to the form 
legislation along this line should take. 
Tile school code should be of uniform 
operation, and there should be a state 
board of education, appointed T>y the 
governor to serve without compensa­ 
tion, to aid in securing a system of 
this kind. 
School boards should con­ 
sist of five members, elected at largi 
at the November election. Teachers 
are employed during the summer and 
members elected in the spring have 
no opportunity of ascertaining 
from 
personal observation whether they are 
competent. 
In giving his views 
Mr. 
Welker said: 
"The school code will bo the most 
important piece of legislation brought 
to Hit* attention of the seventy-sixth 
general assembly. 
There 
are 
those 
who advocate wiping out a1! of our 
statutes relating 
to 
school 
govern­ 
ment and control and enacting 
new 
legislation from beginning to end This. 
in my opinion, is uncalled for. There 
is much Ohio school law that is of the 
very best. 
We should weed out the 
unconstitutional 
and 
impracticable 
and build upon what we have. 
Our 
aim in adopting a school code should 
be a system of uniform operation over 
the state. 
To this I favor 
a 
state 
board of education, to be appointed 
by the governor, and to serve without 
compensation. 
“The state board of education will 
aid in securing uniformity of system, 
i aid in placing of state funds for edu 
rational purposes, and lend support to 
the development of a normal school 
system. 
I am a firm believer in nor 
mal schools rightly conducted. 
Per 
haps the m atter of first importance in 
formulating a school code is the man 
nor of representation on boards of ed 
illation. 
“City boards should consist of an 
odd number, preferably five, elected al 
large, for a term of five years. T hen 
is no principle touching the conduct 
of educational affairs upon which edu­ 
cators are more nearly united 
than 
upon the m anner of electing boards 
of educations. 
YAu 
will 
rem em ber 
some days ago the different education­ 
al interests met in convention In Co­ 
lumbus, and two committees represent­ 
ing the different interests, 
made 
a 
number of recommendations to 
the 
legislature on the 
proposed 
school 
code. 
"Touching the m atter of representa­ 
tion on city boards of education these 
committees reported a so-called com ­ 
promise recommending ‘local 
option’ 
in manner of representation on boards 
of education. I have no sympathy with 
the compromise endorsing ‘local op­ 
tion’ in the m atter of representation on 
boards of education. 
This is a m at­ 
ter of too vital Importance* to educa­ 
tional progress to justify representa­ 
tives of these Interests, with a major­ 
ity of perhaps 20 to I, proffering 
a 
compromise almost before it is asked, 
surrendering to the minority all that 
they seek. 
“Uniformity of system is of the ut* 
uioj-t importance to educational prog­ 
ress. 
One member of city boards of 
education should be sleeted at 
each 
general election held 
in 
November, 
and assume the duties of his orth ie 
on the first day of January. 
Election 
in the fall will insure a much fuller 
expression of c h o ic e on the part of 
the public. 
And by assuming the du­ 
ties of the office In January a member 
will become familiar with the duties 
of his office and especially with the 
work of teachers before time of e l e c ­ 
tion of 
teachers for 
the 
following 
year. 
‘ Superintendents of schools should 
be elected for at least two years, or 
for an indefinite time, subject, how­ 
ever, to removal at any time. 
“I am not In favor of delegating to 
superintendents power to employ and 
dismiss teachers. 
Though the super­ 


intendent should be employed at 
a 
time early enough to lend ad\ice in em ­ 
ployment 
of 
teachers. 
We 
should 
have a state superintendent of schools, 
who should be a member of the state 
board of education. 
He should 
be 
elected or appointed for not less than 
three years and he should have a sal 
ary of not less than $3,Bbl). 
It is not 
right that we pay iii many of our coun­ 
ties salaries of $10,000 or $12,000 and 
pay our state school commissioner and 
other state officers $2,000 or less. The 
township should be the unit of organi­ 
zation, with a board of education 
of 
throe members, elected for three 
or 
live years. 
"We should have a county superin­ 
tendent to be appointed, possibly 
b> 
the state board of education. 
I 
do 
not. favor one-man power carried to 
the expense that this power is carried 
under the Cleveland system. Teachers 
should be paid better salaries, but we 
must have better teachers to pay these 
salaries to. The Ohio State university 
should be given every financial encour­ 
agement that will make it equal to 
the hest.”

The Wright 
brothers, inventors of the Hying ma­ 
chine which lias attracted such wide­ 
spread attention, have made a state­ 
ment of Die two successful trials made 
by them. 
Dei* 
17, between 10:36 and noon, 
four flights were made, two by Or- 
vJlIe 
Wright 
and 
two 
by 
Wilbur 
Wright. 
’Hie starts were all m ale 
from a point on the level and about 
200 feet west of our camp, a quarter 
of a mile north of Killdevil sandhill, 
Iii Dare county, N. C. 
The wind had 


a velocity of 27 miles an hour at IO 
o'clock and 24 miles an hour at noon. 
Tho flight was made directly against 
tho wind. 
Each time the machina 
started from the level ground by its 
own power with no assistance from 
gravity or 
other 
source 
whatever 
After a run of about 40 feet along a 
monorail track, which held tho ma­ 
chine eight inches from the ground, 
it rose from the track and under Die 
direction of Die operator climbed up­ 
ward on an Inclined 
course 
until 
eight or ten feet from the ground was 
reached, after which the course was 
kept as ti oaf horizontal aa the wind 
gusts and the limited skill of the op­ 
erator would permit. 
Info the teeth 
of a December gale tho ‘‘flyer" made 
Its way forward with a speed of 10 
miles an hour over the ground and of 
30 to 35 miles an hour through the air. 
It had previously been derided that 
for reasons of personal safety these 
first trials should lie made as close to 
the ground as possible. 
The succeed­ 
ing flights Increased In length and at 
the fourth trial a flight of 59 seeon.ls 
was made in which the machine flew 
a little more than half a mile through 
the air and a distance of more than 
852 feet over the ground. 
Only those who are acquainted with 
practical Aeronautics can appreciate 
Die difficulties of attempting the first 
trials of a flying machine in a 25 mile 
gale. 
As winter was already set in, 
we should have postponed our trials I 
to a more favorable season, but for I 
tho fact that wre were determine;! bo-1 
fore returning home to know whet ti ■*r 
the machine possessed sufficient pow­ 
er to fly, sufficient strength to with­ 
stand the shock of landing and suffi­ 
cient control to make flight safe In 
boisterous winds as well as in cai n 
air. 
When thoao points had been es­ 
tablished the age of the flying ma­ 
chine had come at la*t 
From the beginning we have em­ 
ployed entirely new principles of con­ 
trol, and as all the experiments have 
been conducted at our own expense, 
without assistance from any individ­ 
ual or institution, wo do not feel readv 
at present to give out any pictures or 
detailed description of the machine'

Washington, Jan. 7.—Alleged Irregu­ 
larities In the postoffice depart meat 
constituted the only theme in the sen­ 
ate. 
The question came up on u mo­ 
tion first made by Mr. Lodge ami af­ 
terwards by Mr Penrose to refer the 
Carmack resolution looking to a sen­ 
atorial investigation of the postoffice 
department to the committee on po?t- 
offii es aud post roads The Democratic 
senators resisted the motion and con­ 
tended that the country would not be 
satisfied with an investigation of a 
department made by the department 
itself. 
The debate continued for almost 
two and a half hours and was ex­ 
tremely spirited from start to finish. 
Mr. Carmack charged that Postmas­ 
ter General Payne had been lukewarm 
at Hie beginning of the department in­ 
quisition and Mr. Spooner replied in 
defense of that official, saying that he 
bad asked for money for an investiga­ 
tion before the department began its 
work and when it was undertaken had 
given it every assistance. 
Mr. Clay 
said that the tenor of the Bristow re­ 
port had convinced him that Mr. Bris­ 
tow considered former First Assist­ 
ant Postmaster General Heath more 
guilty than any one else in connec­ 
tion with the postoffice irregularities. 
Before Hie debate closed Mr. Gorman 
stated that he had a conference with 
Mr. Penrose, chairman of the post­ 
office committee, and was willing to 
have the resolution referred. 
Further 
consideration of the subject was de­ 
ferred. 
When the senate met Mr. Morgan’s 
resolution declaring that the president 
has no power to declare war was read, 
but at the request of Mr. Morgan it 
went over for the day. 
The resolution of Mr. Carmack di­ 
recting 
the 
postmaster 
general to 
send to the senate the papers con­ 
nected with the postoffice department 
Irregularities aud providing for a sen­ 
atorial investigation was taken up ant' 
Mr. Ivodge moved its reference to th i 
committee on postoffice*. 
Mr. e a rm a rk resisted this motion, 
declaring th at if departmental irregu­ 
larities were to ho investigated only 
by tho departm ents 
themselves 
it 
would not bo long until they would he 
“a stenrh in th e nostrils of the peo­ 
ple." The only safeguard was in con­ 
gressional investigation, he said. 
Mr 
Clay expressed surprise that 
there should be opposition to the reso­ 
lution, and he called attention to the 
declarations by Fourth Aslstant Pos‘- 
master General Bristow and Counsel 
lors Bonaparte and Conrad that the 
investigation should be carried fur­ 
ther. 
He declared that the Bristow 
report 
"demonstrates 
the 
absolute 
guilt of the late first assistant post­ 
master general. Mr. Heath. 
He (Bris­ 
tow) says himself that this leading 
high official was guilty and the proof 
is overwhelming. 
If this is true. Mr. 
Heath should have been indicted. 
I 
will do Mr Bristow the credit to say 
that his report shows that the frauds 
of the postoffice department originat­ 
ed in H eath’s office. 
If so he must 
have had cognizance of them. 
Then 
why should the subordinates in that 
office be indicted and the principal be 
allowed to escape?" 
Mr Clay quoted extracts from th® 
Bristow report to substantiate his ar­ 
gument, referring especially to the 
purchase of cash registers. In which 
connection Mr. Bristow said that the 
element of fraud could not be ellmin 
ated. 
"If.” 
he 
said, 
"this 
report 
speaks the truth Perry Heath origin 
ated all the fraud* in his office " 
"lf,” he continued, “the report is not 
correct the fact should be known and 
Mr Heath vindicated. 
If the charges 
are well founded. Mr Heath should b® 
indicted and punished.” 
As for him 
self, lie did not want to do any In­ 
justice to Mr. Heath or others, and for 
this reason he desired the investiga­ 
tion. 
Reference also was made to the ne­ 
gotiations wi»h D. S Richardson con­ 
cerning the Montague 
indicator 
la 
which Mr. Clay said there were many 
suspicious features pointing to Mr 
Heath. 
Mr. Clay declared his convlc 
Hon from a thorough reading of th® 
Bristow report that Mr Bristow had 
been satisfied beyond a doubt that 
the guiltiest party of all was the re­ 
tired first assistant postmaster gen­ 
eral, yet he baa never been indlctcl 
or arrested.
